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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



Tke following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art does not 
disclose a metkod of controlling an animal training device for transmitting a command via radio 
tkrougk a transmitting antenna to a receiver worn ky an animal. Tke metkod comprising tke 
steps of performing an aritkmetic operation witk respect to security code numker data from a 
security code setting unit, impulse wave level data for a volume adjustment unit and mode data 
from a mode selector designated ky a first or second function switck, all of wkick generate a 
control signal as a result of tke aritkmetic operation. Tke control signal is tken modulated and 
amplified to a radio frequency tken transmitted tkrougk tke transmitting antenna. Next ckecking 
wketker a power switck of tke receiver kas keen pusked for a predetermined time period for 
receiving tke radio signal, tken amplifying tke received signal, filtering to remove noise 
components from it and demodulating tke signal kack to tke control signal. Tken tke security 
code numker is ckecked against pre-stored security code numker data. Next it is determined 
wkick one of vik ration, vikration/impulse or impulse setting kas keen selected ky tke mode 
selector if tke first function switck kas keen turned on. Tken generating a vikration control 
signal and an impulse control signal as designated and supplying tke generated signal to eitker a 
motor driver to produce a vikration to be applied to tke animal or to a digital/analog converter to 
drive a kigk voltage generator to apply a generated impulse to tke animal. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must ke submitted no later tkan tke 
payment of trie issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, skould preferably accompany tbe issue 
fee. Suck sukmissions skould ke clearly lakeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
